Breathitt Makes Surprise Strip Mine Inspection Here Today 

Governor Will Ask Attorney General For Test Case On Rights Of Surface land Owners 



The anil-strip mine delegation to Frankfort last week told 
Governor Breathitt "to come up and see us sometime," and 
today the Governor did. 

The Governor landed at the Hazard airport at 9:25 a m 
Joday to begin an unannounced Inspection of strip mined lands 
in Perry and Knott Counties lie stopped off here enroute to the 
annual Poke Sallet Festival in Harlan County. 

Accompanied by the Frankfort press corps, the Governor 
was met at the airport by State Strip Mine Reclamation Direc- 
tor Elmore Grimm and several field workers, who escorted the 
iwrty on a 3-hour tour of stripping operations in the vicinity 
of Hardburiey Mountain. 

In three vehicles, tha in pection caravan drove up Lotts 
Creek on Highway 1080 and stopped off first at the Mounta n 
Top and Pine Bluff auger operation. 

Governor Breathitt got a first-hand look at the huge ma- 
chine in operation. He peered into 6-foot tunnels bored by the 
giant auger, then climbed upon the machine itself and discuss- 
ed its operation with workers. 

The *rext st-:p on the hot trek along dusty mine access 
roads and stripped benches was a section where mining has 
been completed and efforts at reclamation are in progress. 

s The Governor got a look at fescue sprouting in the clay, 
and a stand of small apple trees and peach trees Some re- 
porters spotted one tree laden with near-ripe peaches and 



helped themselves to samples. Governor Breathitt got a few 
bites of one. 

Grimm raid about 8.500 fruit trees had been planted by 
the mining company about 1981. 

Th® next stop was at a slowly trickling rtraam down tha 
slope from old stripping operations where Reclamation officials 
took a sample of the water, tested it and found it to be toxic, 
ncepable of sustaining fish lifa. 

I lie touring party then spent about an hour driving along 
the ridges, stopping at overlooks to view various efforts of 
strip and auger mining They saw the whole range of the strip 
mine method some slopes covered by enormous slides, others 
where the overburden was under control They saw stripped 
lands where vegetation has 'begun to grow, and other areas 
where nothing j.rows and erosion has begun One garden was 
sprouting through appareivtly imported top soil near one strip- 
ping operation 

The party returned to Hazard through Clear Creek, which 
has been the spawning ground of an anti strip mine movement 
through a now organization called Appalachian Group To Save 
La d And People 

Governor Breathitt picked out two homes at random, 
knocked on the door and introduced lumsof. He first talked 
" ‘th Mrs Claudia Hall of ( lear Creek, who told the Governor, 
We re mighty had against it" when he asked her feelings 



about the strip mining going on on the ridges above Clear 
Creek. 

Mr*. Hall «a : d she had 40 acre* and had lived on them 
40 year*, but that unless something is done "We will just have 
t# move out " 

She said her neighbors felt the same way. 

The Governors next stop was at the home of the Rev 
frank Fugf.Ce, an Old Regular Baptist preacher, a few hun- 
dred yards up a hollow adjacent to Clear Creek. 

Fugate invited the Or venter into his house where he 
made it plain that he felt strip mining was a threat to his home 
and private land. 

He told the Governor that strip miners had tried to come 
onto his land o.'ce but "Whenever they come on me, I put'em 
o f He descr.hed a court case that grew out r,f his resistance 
to the strip miners, and told the Governor that he had about 
160 acres that he wanted to live on. 

The caravan was back at the Hazard airport by 12 40. where 
the Governor held a short news conference. 

He made these announcements:
